This automaton goes through a series of life-like movements at 
the word of command. It is also able to reply to a set number of questions that may be asked 
by any member of the public. 

By an ingenious electrical device, it has been possible to house in one body the voice of 
both male and female, and a short conversation is held by Prof. May and the Robot, in which 
the latter uses both the high falsetto of a lady, and the deep voice of a man. 

This is truly a wonderful show, and not to be missed by anyone—man, woman or child.
